LORD HARDINGE AND 

MESOPOTAMIA, ' 
The essential part of Lord Hardinge’s state- 
ment in the House of Lords yesterday upon the 
Mesopotamia Commission, says The Times, was 
his reminder of the unprecedenied contribution 
of India to the war at large, aud, incidentally, 
of the relatively small part which Mesopotamia 
played in the sum total of his own responsibili- 
ties. It is the importance of remembering 
India’s total effort in the wer which justifies 
Lord Hardinge’s statement in circumstances of 
privilege which are denied to his colleagues. 
At the same time, we cannot agree with him 
for a moment that the Commission is at fault 
because ' it dismisses. these consideretions in a 
few lines. Its business was with Mesopotamia. 
At no point, indeed, did Lord Hardinge make 
any impression upon the general accuracy of 
the majority report. Our own view, concludes 
The Times, is that Lord. Hardinge’s statement 
yesterday does not shake the conclusions of 
the Mesopotamia Commission or dispose of his 
share in\the general condemnation, but that it 
will restore a sense of perspective to the public 

judgment of India’s effort under his rule. 


MESOPOTAMIA MEASURES. 
Although Lord Hardinge’s statement, says 
The Times, brought to light, few new facts, 1 
was accepted as an important addition to the 
material on which the public, and eventually 
both Houses of Parhament, will pronounce a 
final judgment. The debates, for which the Go- 
vernment have promised facilities, can hardly 
be delayed beyond next week. It is true that 
the Government have not yet decided on the 
nature of their disciplinary measures, but, when 
they get the Law Officers’ opinions and the 
precedents before them, a decision cannot be 
long postponed. members of the House 
of Commons are calling for the publication of 
the evidence, but this is obviously an impossi- 

bility during the continuance of the war.

ENEMY ATTACKS ON 
FRENCH FRONT, 


— 


REPULSED AT ALL POINTS. 


On the British front, with the exception of 
Some successful raiding carried out by our 
troops, there has been comparative quiet. 


The enemy made a series of violent attacks | 


on the French lines on the Ailles-Paissy 
road, which were everywhere. repulsed. 


BRITISH OFFICIAL, 


GENERAL HEADQUARTERS, FRANCE, 
; Tvespay, 11.55 a.m. 
Last night we carried out successful raids 
west of Havrincourt and north of Nieuport, 
capturing a few ;risoners. 
South of the Cojeul River the enemy attacked 
our advanced positions, and was driven off. 
| 9 P.M. 
In the region of Ypres there has been con- 
siderable artillery activity by both sides. The 
eviemy raided our trenches this morning eouth- 
east of Laventio.- Two of our men are missing. 
_ Hostile aerial activity has shown a marked 
increase during the past few days. Successful 
Nery work and bombing raids were carried 
out yesterday by our aeroplanes. One German 
aeroplane was brought down in our lines by 
gun fire. Three more were brought down in 
air fighting, and two othere driven down out 
of control: One of our machines is missing. 


FRENCH OFFICIAL. 

Tuesday.—Yesterday towards 6.30 p.m., after 
a recrudescence of the bombardment, the Ger- 
manus launched a series of violent attacks on 
the trenches we had captured on both sides of 
the Ailles-Paissy road. A very lively struggle, 
which lasted all night, terminated in the com- 
plete repulse of the enemy. We have main- 
tained all our positions. Further to the west 
two attacks.on our small posts likewise failed. 

On the left bank of the Meuse the artillery 
duel mereased ip intensity towards the middle 
of the night in the Hill 304 .and Avocourt 
sector. 

Towards 2.30 a.m. the Germans attacked on 
“a front of 500 metres at the south-eastern 
corner of this wood. The assaulting waves, 
broken by our fire, were unable to reach our 
lines. The enemy did not renew his attempt. 

in Champagne, in the course of a raid into 
the German lines, we blew up an enemy block- 
house.

INDIA’S GREAT EFFORTS. 

The report scarcely refers to the greatest 
military effort ever made in the history of 
India, in the despatch of expeditions to France, 
lgvpt, and East Africa, before the expedition 
to Mesopotamia was even under consideration. 
Nor is any account taken of the fact that, 
owing to the readiness of India to assist, by 
giving with an open hand all she had in the 
initial stages of the three expeditions I have 
already meutioned, her military resourcegeand 
reserves of equipment and stores of kinds 
were already seriously depleted, and, in fact, al 
most exhausted, before even the inception of 
the idea of a campaign in. Mesopotamia. It 1s 
within your lordships’ remembrance that in 
1912 a Committee was appointed in India, under 
the chairmanship of that distinguished soldier, 
Field-Marshal Lord Nicholson, which carned 
out a thorough investigation into the organisa- 
tion and administration of the Army in India, 
and reported in 1913. The Government of 
India accepted the recommendations of the 
majority of that Committee, which contem 
plated the maintenance of seven and one-third 
divisions of infantry, five cavalry brigades, and 
army troops in a state of readiness to mobilise 
| at tif shortest possible notice, and this decision 
was approved by the Secretary of State. The 
| despatch of any of these infantry divisions and 
eavalry brigades to Europe or elsewhere over- 
seas Was not even contemplated by the Com- 
mittee. Nevertheless. within six months of the

INDIA’S READINESS. 


From the moment of the outbreak of the 
war, and after, it was the steady policy of the 
Government of India to give readily to the 
home Government of everything it possessed 
whether troops or war material.

of 1914 India was absolutely ready for war, in 
the light of what was then accepted as the 
requisite standard of preparation of her mili- 
tary forces and equipment. The Army was at 
war strength, the magazines were full, and the 
equipment was complete. Thanks to these facts, 
India was able, not merely to send her divisions 
to France and elsewhere, but also to supply to 
England, within the first few weeks of the war, 
70,000,000 rounds of small ‘arm ammunition, 
60,000 rifles, and more than 550 guns of the 
latest pattern and type. In the first week of 
the war some 530 officers of the Army in India, 
who could ill be spared, were handed over to 
the War Office, and nearly 3,000 additional 
combatant officers have been sent overseas since 
the war began. 
FEELING THE PINCH. 

Then came a moment after the commence- 
ment of operations in Mesopotamaa, when 
India’s own needs became pressing, and the | 
results of her previous readiness to make sacri- 
fices began to be severely felt.

THE FRONTIER COMPLICATION.

General Nixon’s reply to the Secre- 
tary of State was of such a nature that there 
was practically no alternative to the advance 
on Bagdad 
THE INDIAN POSITION. 
. The Government of India had no authority to 
order the advance on Bagdad. ‘They could 
only make recommendations ‘to the Secretary 
of Staie, who had clearly laid down that 
control of the scope of operations should rest 
m the hands of His Majesty’s Government. 
The decision, therefore, rested with the latter. 
J did, however, convey my own views, after 
consultation with the Commander-in-Chief, to 
the Secretary of State, in a private telegram, 
on the 9th October, after Sir Beauchamp Duff 
and I had thoroughly discussed the situation. 
Having private information that the Gallipoh 
expedition was not going well, and bearing in 
mind the views of the Cabinet upon the 
“ great political and military advantages of the 
eccupation of Bagdad,’’ the Commander-in- 
Chief an} I came to the conclusion that 
General Nixon was in the best position to judge 
as to the number of troops that he would re- 
quire to aitain his objective, and that, under 
the circumstances of (he moment, the Govern- 
meng of India would have placed themselves 
in an invidious position, and would have ex- 
posed themselves to the criticism of having 
agnored the demands of the Empire, if at a 
critical moment they had over-ridden the 
opinion of the General in command in the 
field, and had vetoed the advance to Bagdad. 
}t would have been a case of civilian inter- 
‘ference with military plans. At the same time, 
we emphasised the necessity of the reinforce- 
ment of General Nixon by a fully organised 
division, which should reach Bagdad not later 
than one. month after its capture. The ques- 
tion appears to have been threshed out by an 
inter-Departmental Committee in London, and 
the combived staffs, and all the military 
authorities in London and India, and, as far 
as IT then knew, in Mesopotamia, were in agree- 
ment that General Nixcn’s force was adequate 
to thé capture of Bagdad. Lut not sufficient 
fo ensure its retention. In consequence, pre- 
sumably, of this united opinion, the advance 
upon Bagdad received the sanction of His 
Majesty's Government. 
THE PRIVATE WARNING. 


Kefereace is made in the report to a warning 
conveyed in a private telegram of the 21st 
October, from the Secretary of State, of a con- 
ceivable concentration of 60,000 Turks at 
Bagdad in 1516, and to the fact that it 
does not appear to have been transmitted to 
General Nixon. The intention of this telegram 
was to give me private information of the 
contents of a report of the combined etaff, 
showing various considerations and possibilities 
in connection with the proposed advance upon 
Bagdad. This private telecram was communi- 
eated to the Commander-in-Chief, my military 
adviser, who assisted me to draw up my reply. 
It was, of course, within hie discretion to 
have imparted this information to General 
Nixon. But, if the warning had been of such 
serious import @& is implied in the report, it 
ought clearly to have been conveyed officially 
by the General Staff in London, from whom it 
originated, to the Army Department or the 
(Chief of the General Staff in India, and to 
General Nixon, which is the usual procedure.

On Saturday last an impressive Memorial Ser- 
vice was held m the Chapel of Trimity College, 
Dublin, for these members of the College who 
lu a charac- 
teristicaliy eloquent address Sir James H. 
Campbell, Bart., Lord Chief Justice of ireland, 
and Vimtor of the University, paid generous 
tribute to the men of Trinity who bave made 
the great eacrifice; and the Lord Chief Justice 
utilised the occasion to make an appeal to all 
classes of Ipishmen for toleration and mutual 
forbearance, in view of the important beg olia- 
fions that are impending. 

It is certain that, after the conelusion of the 
war, there must be erected, somehow and some- 
where, a permanent memorial of our Trinity 
College heroes; and it struck me that the first 
of the prayers that were ordered for use at 
Saturday's Memorial Service incidentally 
furnishes & practical suggestion which, if acted 
aoe may help in accomplishing two desirable 
objects at the same time. The form of this 
prayer, which follows the prayer which was in 
use for more than 150 years after the founda- 
tion of Dublin University, makes express re- 
ference to “the Right Honourable the Lord 
Mayor, together with his brethren the Alder- 
men, and the whole asgembly of the citizens of 
Dublin,” in its enumeration of the principal 
benefactors of the University; and this refer. 
ence ia more than justified in view of the fact, 
which should not be forgotten, that the valu- 
able site on which Trinity College stands. and 
the adjoining property «till held by the College, 
were originally*acquired as a free gift from the 
Corporstion and citizens of Dublin, and that 
this munificence -was generously supplemented 
by many subsequent benefactions from Jeadinyg. 
Difblin citizens. - 

In view of these cireumstances it would seem 
that a epecially favourable opportunity now 
presents itself for entering into negotiations 
with the authorities of Trinity College for the 
purpose of obtaining from them a Concession to 
the general community of Dublin citizens 
whereby not only might the congestion in the 
traffic at Nassau street corner be effectively re. 
lieved, but by which also a most appropriate 
site could be made availablé for the erection 
as part of the altered College boundary, of a 
handsome arch in memory of our College heroes 
this arch harmonising in its style with the 
architecture of the adjoining buildings, end 
forming in itself a graceful addition to the at- 
tractions of our city, 

If, in ordinary conditions, the College were 
called upon to yield, under statutory compul- 
sion, any portion of ground in so central a 
part of the city, the compensation that would 
have to be paid would be of impossible amount 
having regard to all the circumstances of the 
case. If, on the other hand, the College 
authorities, as at present constituted, are ap- 
proached in a reasonable manner, there is every 
ground for anticipating that the distinguished 
Provost, the Rev. Dr, Mahaffy, and his col.
